REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The allowable 
claim 2 has been fully rewritten into claim 1 , similar to that claim 7 has been rewritten 
into independent form which make claims 1,3-12 and 1 9 allowable. Further, the prior 
art taken as alone or in combination w/ others do not teach the claimed specific 
limitations of " a first supporting unit formed at one side of the front frame with a 
predetermined area, for contacting and supporting one side of the inner stator, a 
plurality of passage grooves formed in the longitudinal direction on the inside 
circumferential surface of the inner stator contacting the outside circumferential surface 
of the cylinder, a plurality of filling bar units extended from the first supporting unit, and 
inserted into the passage grooves of the inner stator, respectively, and a second 
supporting unit formed by connecting the filling bar units, for supporting the other side of 
the inner stator " (as recited in each of claims 2 and 7 as now amended).
